Geld and Gems of “Never- 
Never Land” Brought 
Big Fortunes. 


Melbourne, A ustralia—In Hic* vast 
Never-Never Land of Australia many 
surprises await tile explorer. It is the 
belief of geologists that the mineral 
resources of that country hive been 
barely touch* <1 and it is not Improb 
able that other areas of gohi nuggets 
scattered over 
the 
surface may be 
found, similar to the discoveries at 
Ballarat ami Bendigo in the decade 
following the gold rush to Calif*>rnia. 
It was in 1851 that world-wide atten­ 
tion was attracted to the possibilities 
of Hie mineral richness of Australia 
by the discovery of gold in New South 
Wales. 
The first nugget weighed a 
little over a pound. 
The news spread 
slowly, due to the remoteness of the 
Island continent from the other more 
settled parts of the world. 
But when 
tile report finally reached the United 
States, Burny of the “forty-niners'* of 
California made the long voyage to the 
antipode and joined with others in tile 
rush to the new mining camps. 


Nuggets of Enorm ous Size. 
Excitement over the rich mineral 
discoveries was augmented from time 
to time by the finding of gold nuggets 
of enormous size and richness. 
The 
Ballarat district, in the state of Vic­ 
toria, has tile record of being probably 
the most remarkable locality in the 
world In the matter of yielding gold 
nuggets. These rich lumps of mineral 
were found scattered over the surface 
of the ground, and many prospectors 
piled up quick fortunes by the simple 
process of picking them up. 
It was 
at Ballarat that the famous “Wel­ 
come” nugget was found in 1S5S. 
It 
weighed 2,217 ounces and was valued 
at something like $40,000. 
The “Welcome” nugget was not the 
largest lump of gold found in Aus­ 
tralia, as seems to be commonly sup­ 
posed. 
In 1800 an enormous nugget 
was 
unearthed at 
Mount Moliagul, 
near Dunolly. 
It was valued at $47,- 
G70. 
That was a pretty big fortune 
for a poor prospector to suddenly come 
across. 
It was named the “Welcome 
Stranger.” 
Record Mass of Gold. 
Upon a claim at Hill End, New 
South Wales, the largest mass of gold 
ever found was dug out in 1872. 
In 
reality it was almost a nugget, as it 
contained but little quartz. The speci­ 
men measured four Inches thick. 
It 
was valued at more than $06,000. 
Many chance discoveries of gold and 
other precious minerals have occurred 
in western Australia and other parts 
of the country. 
Stories of prospectors 
aud wayfarers who found nuggets and 
outcroppings in unexpected places, and 
the fortune that these discoveries led 
to, are told and retold to the visitor 
to the different mining camps. 
The total yield of gold of Australia 
since 1851 is approximately three bil­ 
lion dollars. 


Deserted M ining Camps. 
There are several mining camps 
from which the glory of former min­ 
eral 
riches has departed. 
Notable 
among these are Bendigo and Ballarat, 
both in the state of Victoria. 
The 
riotous “diggings” of the earlier days 
have 
been 
replaced by 
substantial 
towns which depend largely upon other 
industrial and business Interests for 
their support. 
In Bendigo there are to be seen on 
every hand evidences of the mining 
activities 
that 
formerly 
prevailed 
there. 
All around the town are the 
holes made by prospectors and aban­ 
doned claims and mines which had 
perhaps yielded their owners fortunes 
in mineral during the halcyon days. 
Throughout western Australia the 
problem of providing water for the 
mines and towns and the rural dis­ 
tricts where attempts are being made 
to carry on agricultural operations has 
received practical consideration and 
solution on the part of the state gov­ 
ernment. 
The rainfall in 
a 
broad 
scope of territory is so meager that 
water from this source is scarcely 
counted on. 
The supply must be ob­ 
tained from a Ion* distance away. 
Water Supply Scheme. 
It was to overcome the perpetual 
droughty condition and to enable the 
development of the riches of the mines 
and soil that what is known as the 
Goldfield* water supply scheme was 
conceived. It Is one of the most dar­ 
ing engineering projects of Its kind 
ever undertaken. 
Its consummation 
has been the means of adding enor­ 
mously to the wealth of this part of 
the country. 
It has literally caused 
the “desert to blossom like the rose.” 
The Initial cost of tim works was near­ 
ly $15,000,000. 
This great water system supplies 
31 towns by means of IOO miles of 
laterals and 300 miles of distributing 
pipe. 
Its lateral supply mains to min­ 
ing districts are GO miles long, aDd to 
agricultural districts 327 miles long. 
The main reservoir is situated near 
Perty, dose to the Iudian ocean. 
It is 
kept filled by water drainage of a big 
area of country. 
Along the route of 
the main pipe line and the laterals are 
beauty spots of trees and other vege­ 
tation that have been created by the j 
use of water obtained from this source. ; 
The precious fluid has enabled the 
creating of 
prosperous communities 
and towns and has been tbs direct 
cause of vast mineral development. 
Precious Gems Found. 
In some parts of Australia, particu 
birls in Queensland and New Sooth 


Wales, valuable gems, such as dia­ 
monds, sapphires and opals ore found 
In more oi less abundance. 
It is in 
New South Wales that most of the 
diamonds have been found. Since 1851, 
when the first diamonds were discov­ 
ered in Australia, this country has 
given a yield of the stores to the 
value of ii bout $70'MKH). The sapphires 
of 
Queensland 
are 
of 
matchless 
beauty. 
They have found their way 
into the gem (oiler;Ions of many peo­ 
ple iii different parts of the world. 
The principal district* whews these 
stones are now obtained is known as 
the Am ide field. 
It is s tunted about 
200 miles west of Roc kb antlion, state 
of Queensland, and embraces a terri­ 
tory of 400 ail aa re miles. 
It Is a wild, 
mountainous region that has been com­ 
paratively little explored and contains 
few permanent settlers. 
The sapphire 
miner {fitches his camp in the deso­ 
late country, builds himself a wash­ 
ing bed and digs the gravel out of lite 
banks of the dry wafer courses that 
run through Hie region. 
When the 
sand and dirt have been washed away 
it Is an easy m atter to pick out the 
beautiful gems. It is fascinating work. 
Yields All Kinds of Sapphires. 
The Anakie field yields every known 
variety of sapphire. 
These include 
the regal cornflower blue, the rich yel­ 
low and orange stones, the colorless 
gem 
that Closely resembles a dia­ 
mond, the true biood-red ruby, the 
royal-purple 
oriental 
amethyst, 
the 
silky cat’s-eye and the shimmering 
moonstone. 
The opal deposits of Australia are 
enormous— probably larger than any 
other country. 
In New South Wales 
opals to the value of more than $7,- 
000,000 have been mined during the 
last 38 years, and the opal fields of 
Queensland also have a large record 
of production. 
It is in the remote and 
little known region of that state, more 
than GOO miles in the Interior, that 
opals are found in large quantities. 
It is stated that Hie proved opal runs 
north and south for 400 miles and has 
a great width.

Corn, especially, was predict­ 
ed to reach heights not attained 
since war days unless there is a 
decided improvement in weather 
conditions throughout the coun­ 
try. 
Wheat, likewise, is destined 
for higher levels to meet the de­ 
mand. 
While farmers in certain terri­ 
tories may profit from the high­ 
er prices, it is doubtful whether 
the industry as a whole will 
he 
benefitted. 
Constant rains, causing floods 
in many sections, and a generally 
late and cold spring have retard­ 
ed planting and cultivating to an 
extent where excellent 
weather 
is a necessity until threshing has 
been completed. 
Unless this weather 
material­ 
izes farmers will have very little 
crops for market,

ICELESS ICE 


Will Soon Be Used In Soda 
Fountains. 


Although today’s 
soda

tain is a marvel 
of mechanical 
ingenuity, there are still

changes in store for it, declares 
Norman S. Hall in an 
article in 
this 
week’s 
Liberty. 
‘ Another 
soda-fountain revolution is prom­ 
ised,” Hall

ed the solidification 
of 
carbon 
dioxide, a kind of iceless ice. 
“Even now,” tile writer points 
out, “this substance is being used 
in ice cream containers and 
for 
shipments.

York, successfully shipped a car­ 
go of ice cream to Buffalo with 
no other preservative 
than this 
solidified carbon 
dioxide, which 
is 140 decrees colder than ice. 
“A disk of this chemical weigh­ 
ing half a pound, placed, in the 
bottom of a quart container, will 
keep that amount of 
ice 
cream 
twe nty four hours.

fountain, experts assert, is about 
to dawn.”

During the past thirty months, 
the range of fluctuation has been 
comparatively narrow. 
The decline last month is re­ 
ported to have been the result of 
a drop in the average of prices 
of basic construction 
materials. 
The average of 
wages 
paid in 
the principal construction centers 
of the country showed no change 
from the position held in April. 
M av was the 
fourth 
successive 
month in which the wage aver­ 
age has remained unchanged. 
The average of total construc­ 
tion costs last month was exactly 
double the average 
recorded 
in 
1913. 
While 
this 
position was 
reached at no time during 1926, 
more than half the 
months 
of 
1925 saw costs holding 
a 
level 
as high or higher than 
the 
one 
recorded for May of this year. 
The decrease in the average of 
prices paid for construction ma­ 
terials was caused by last month’s 
lower 
prices for 
sand, 
gravel, 
stone and common brick in many 
localities. 
A scale which places 
the 1913

prices to have held the 182 level,

Once you have bought chains for 
your car, use them. That is the advice 
of Charles FL Hill, vice president of 
the National Safety council. Too many 
motorists fail to do so, either because 
they are too lazy to put them on or 
because the process seems too difficult, 
according to Mr. Hill. 
Chains are so simple to adjust, how­ 
ever, that they can be put on by chil­ 
dren In very quick time.
